CONr’ERENCE with The Guardian', L T :H Aide, LRH Communicator, Ledal 
XIII, Guardian Communicator and the Head of IntJ 
ligence brancn 5 Office of LRH: 

This action has to do with toe recent adventure and thej 
current suits on the London Dally Mail; has to do with tne' Ne\j 
paper. Proprietors Group or whatever you call that activity ana : 
very short and sweet. I Just reviewed this eituatlon with . tne 
Guardian and I find out as follows: That a criminal act has oc- 
curre'd and tnat the publications of mutferlals copyrighted and class- 
ified materials have been published in tnls newspaper belonging 
to this particular Group. Mow this makes not a civil suit - this 
is a criminal act and I just thought about this and it seemed 1 
' me to be relatively simple to classify tne subject and to labil 
the head of the Newspaper Proprietors Group as accessory to crime. 
Now exactly wnat that crime would be is at least receiving stilen 
goods. Now I'm perfectly prepared to put in a claim to the police 
that on ray return certain classified papers were missing and pur- 
suant to that tnat these classified papers - which were NOT fpr 
public issue and which were para-Sclentology and did not represent 
Scientology, and so forth, had been filched and that they were ac- 
cepted and purchased apparently by tnese proprietors and that they 
nave publiehed them in first one and then another of tneir news- 
papers showing that there is association between those two papers 
and they are purchasing stolen goods and making use of them for 
their own profit. In addition to that, that they sought to bar ■ 
out the principal witness and plaintiff, - not necessarily plain- 
tiff but an interested party to the libel suit against tnem, with- 
out whom tney thought they might succeed in defending tnat libel 
suit. In view of the fact tnat their libel has caused a fantastic 
amount of 'damage to date in .terms of^financ'ial recompense anc 19 
attempting to build a false imagd’or a man and an activity ard an 
organization, their expenses on. tnis could be considered to le 
relatively high. So therefore tney did undertake to send yctng- 
husband to Rhodesia to get me- imprisoned or shot and then if tnat 
failed, denied re-entry into the United Kingdom and tnon vilified 
and discredited so that the testimony would not count in this suit. 
And this is sub Justice and it is not intimidation of witness es - 
it is the intent to kill one. .^nd tnat is a criminal offence and 
Sir Y/illlam Carr and Cecil King are, at- the very least, accesso- 
ries if not one directors of these crimes. And this is a cr .minal 
matter and therefore of great interest to us. Now t think A . 
should be explored on that basis and we do wnat we' can on thpt 
basis and see where we get. OK?

There is exchangk of 
policy - I have found tnis to be tne case in carrying out in 
togations of noisome and slanderous remarks - they are very 
invented, as one knows, but they come quite commonly from crlmi' 
nal sources. Now that was the first datum I had on thl3 subject 
•in 1954 - I found out in counting noses that the people who nad 
done tne most - twenty-one people - who had done the most to dama; 
Dianetics had criminal records and seventeen of them I verified; 

I Just got tired at seventeen and said tnis is too many. New tnis 
was very interesting because 'subsequent history of these pec pie 
is also very interesting. They all came a cropper with fantastic 
ep9ctacularity before tney got through. So I never worried about 
splinter groups and haven't since, you notice tnis tnir, a celled 
"The Prophets" or sonetnlng like tnat - well that's Just ty; ical 
of the splinter group. you notice we don't near anytnlng c 1 " this 
Watson - "nmprlnlstics" or whatever he was, we don't near anything 
•of him anymore and so on. I don't worry about splinter gro ' 

Y;hat I worry ubout is entnctu - and this is a cnange of pol 
Something I've. Just discovered. That in view of tne fact tr|i' 
huvo crlmi:;-..! backgrounds or in view of the fact that lnv 
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will reveal this, our investigation should therefore go forward 
to the discovery of crimo. In a case of entheta or enturbulution, 
that wo should go forward on this matter to the discovery of a 
crime as a first action. Then we Bhould act on this criaie, not ub< 
it us blackmail or made some illegal use of it, but Just as u . 
public body and a reform organization act on this crime and then 
when It is acted upon - then v,e sue. This is about us malicious 
and vicious perhaps as one could get but then you ure suing a dis- 
credited source ana this would become hallmarked after a while. 
They'd say "the Scientologists must have done that because first 
he was Jailed und then he was Bue'd." Ana so that you could lead 
to an expectancy that if somebody was very ambitious in spreading 
malicious gossip and rumour against Scientology or its principles, 
tnat they would be investigated w 1th an effort to discover a cri- 
minal. act; that tne organization would then act to have tnera in- 
carcerated and at that time, wnen tney are discredited in tnis 
line, they would then be sued for libel and slahder. Now I have 
had to step up the bargaining of Ethics on the public front - that 
is to say the duress that we apply because we obviously aren't 
applying quite enough pressure to cause the people's banxs to be- 
have while we get on witn our Job. Now with ethics lines you see 
you've got to apply just enough restraint - you don't ever apply 
too much restraint - and you don't apply too little: you've got 
to. apply enough restraint. V/ell obviously we have ethics and wi 
. are putting it in on a public front - we aren't putting it in ■ 
enough velocity. Now if ne expect to get technology in in tne 
. world v;e must then, first, get in Ethics. Now Ethics springs u|] 

. as enturbulance against Scientology - wnen Ethics comes up with 
enturbulance against Scientology it makes it impossible for us 
to get on with the job. Now this is regardless of any operatio 
which comes up OT Base or any operation of tnis kind. It's ob- 
vious to me, after my study of four months, tnat we will have 
get in Ethics on a broad social- level before we can ever get in 
technology because' tnese people ure Just too crazy and it's lik( 
trying to help a wounded buffalo out of a wallow ana that is noi 
the same activity; we say to this fellow "you've got a lot of 
worries and you have a lot of family trouble and tnat sort of tJi 
well, we can make you more clever ana if you were a bit more cl 
• vc r you could handle your problems" and we say tnis and -ins tan ( 
we get gored. So it's. a ca^e in point. So tnis I'm officially 
telling you that this is the new policy; it's on a broad social 
basis,. 'iTe concentrate on getting in Etnlcs and then we follow 
that up witn tech. And that is the policy, rt nd tnen wnere pos- 
sible - where we have discovered a great deal of entheta coming 
"bacK at us, then we Intend to get this nandled by investigating 
it back. to. a criminal act by the person, a criminal act is' di- 
sassociated, from the entheta of course but that's what they are 
trying to defend or something ana we get that and then we put cn 
the. pressure publicly to have that person prosecuted for that par- 
ticular act und then, when they have been prosecuted - or are 
being prosecuted - or are Just beautifully discredited at tnat 
particular moment, then we serve them with a -summons ? law aid 
order, assault .and battery or whatever tney did is not of interest, 
to us except to discredit then and then we serve tnat with a suit 
fpr libel or slander. That seems to me tc be a fairly good work- 
out of it,. Now I've been cheek by Jowl by the water in the wog 
world all on my ownsome, no barricades, no barriers of anything 
and I'll tell you with this much velocity how I lasted rcr four 
months i' will nove'r know - I will never know. ( ? ) these pet pie 

were scared stiff of mo, they were scared stiff to do anything 
else ami I probably would have gotten away witn it all tne way if 
it hadn't be en for tnis action here in England. But tnis is ob- 
vious to me thut peter Yout.ghuabund came aewn ar.d now tnis despatch 
iii the hands of :*ru. Inv.por of tne Salisbury Office in v.-nich nr 
rop-orts-to mo tne telephone call of- Peter koungnus burnt and my reply 
to her to stall him off, toll him to come in next Thursday. Now

Yloa beyond lta first extension: it had already been extended 
once, and tho consequences of that are rather fubuloup, but In 
view of the} fact that their action denied ms tno profit of abou , 
a quarter of a million pounds worth of deals end jeopardised so.oe 
fifty thouqund pounds worth of assets and brought damage ana \vi 1< 
epreud dismay so as tc destroy Knottier quarter of a Billion poui< 
worth of -good will, v/nlcn had been built up during that period, 
would say that that is not an actionable thing in Civil Court - _ 
would say it is a criminal act, but more important, that is action- 
able In u Civil Court but the reason it wus done comas under tns 
heading of crime. Sc my whole proposal here is tnat we explore 
and leave It to you from, here or. because i've got an Organization 
to get back together again so all I’m doing Is winding up my cycle 
of action on tnis and you've nad press to handle, you've got public 
presence to nandle, you are now going Into worldwide ethics - 
you know we'll do it here before we move it into anything llxe CT 
Base or no me thing like tnat. But unless we get Athlcs In very 
broadly, we won't ever get technology in on tnis planet. And ill 
I'm doing is ending this cycle of action ana giving you my vievs - 
or, if you wish to so consider them, orders and instructions with 
regard to tnis. Now I do not say that you can in actual fact im- 
plement this act but you can try and you can explore It with spas 
enthusiasm to see if you can't possibly do this because, if we i can 
pull this, trick off, then I see that without any OT machine guns 
hanging In mid air firing madly, we might be able to get Bthics in. 
You see, on a planetary basis. Now we must go in on a gradient so 
we'll take it from where we sit at this moment with tne primary 
iithics problem which v.e face and let ' 3 see if we can't uso these 
principles and move forward on this with some success. I wish) to 
point out to you that the world is in sufficiently bad ethics con- 
dition as to make not only Scientology but civllsation in peri}L, 

It is a very, very sorry situation whereby you have the United! 

States now encroaching on and treading upon the toes of an atop- 
lcally armed nation, China. Ycm have Russia -about ready to turn 
around and back up China even though it's an enemy. You nave fat 
this time three forces involved in Africa. You have the gapiip - 
the old Umpire - forces frcQ Yngland. You have tne resistive |white 
supremacy population and you have tne Communist interests which are ; 
going to prevent any reasonable solution if they possibly can un- 
til war can occur. And then when war nas occured, then they will 
take their chances of getting into power. But if they cun Just 
lock the situation up - lock it up good until finally it bursts 
into flames, then they feel they might have u. cnance of taking 
over. Now the reason they want Southern Africa is very obvious - 
its fantustlc quantities of wide-open productive land on which en- 
ormous quantities of food can be raised, tremendous labour supply 
in the Bantu, the klshombe, the llatabele, these people are very hard- 
working people und under proper direction are quite proauctivJ. 

The place has not even been tapped with regard to gold and thpre 
is probably oil there, the greatest world supply of chrome - there's 
a mountain five miles long which is a solid chrome-owner. There' e 
all these various things. Now, Brazzaville - up in that area - 
there's tungsten and they've already made a bite on thav end cf it. 
But here's this fantastic, wealthy, relatively empty land - per- 
haps the last great empty land than and here is this perfectly 
valid labour supply - the African, who at this tine is not being 
•well utilised at* all; he's not being utilised really. 1 knov we 
think he 1 3 enslaved and is in chains and is working like muds the 
fact of the matter la he's sitting rather hopelessly out on too 
Re servo wishing somebody would put him to work because he nut n't 
got enough .to oat and he nuon't the Implements or capital wiMi 
which to develop his tribal lands und r.e's in bad shape, so - 
und also lie's sort of 'been blocked out of society, he's not teen 
permitted to participate -with the wnite society. Now of all thi3 
adds up to Just thla - here's u very largo, wealthy land uni, 

Just to givi you some background uerc. All rlgnt, holding tils 
up is Just on’o person who iiuu c ot this thing tied up in a nu. - 
the person who prevents a aottloacnt with Luglund is Jncky Harman 
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.later of Information, Tourism and Immigration. Nothing that 
v struck no - becuuse it naturally would a trick ms - now ho will 
•.thor clear up the security - the insecurity inside the Rhodesion 
."urnment nor act to alleviate the British situation but he fear 3 
.-body who is antl-Coimunist. all a man has to be- is anti-Com- 
•,ict and ITacky fires him. Now this has gone to three stubborn 
il-Communlst personalities - Ivor. Benson, u fellow named h'asker 
; Nigel Bruce riankey : these three cha?3 are very very good, are 
:erts on this subject and Harman has fired them. Now in adaition 
that he operates with very poisonous Influence upon the Prime 
-.later, and the society itself is utterly controlled by his super- 
set police which are entirely different to the normal Internal 
lice forces and they Just stockade anybody at the drop of a hat; 
does anything,- he is a Goebbels and a Hess all tied up into ore 
i - there’s one Suppressive and he is sitting in the middle of 
i Rhodesian situation, breaking England’s heart, ’ causing f antas - 
i quantities of trouble overseas - there he sits. Now if i'.r. 
jfcy Harman put himself in stockade, I' assure you that the entire 
tuati'on would be solved. Y/e used to say "Well, Its tne Whites 
premacy people of Soutnorn Africa who are stopping it all." I 
ink if you counted noses in South Africa ana Rhodesia - I think 
you counted those noses, I think you would find out that you 
re probably only dealing with a dozen people in all - or less’ 
dnow'that in Rhodesia, the Rhodesian Front, is Just dying to 
ttle with England, so .are the Africans, so are the Asiatics, sa 
3 the Coloureds - these people all want to settle and Ian Smiti 
longer represents,- don't you see, the will of the people, -so 
re is an Ethics situation which comes down to an individual. Haw 
ion* t know what we need in order to resolve these situations 
t we needn't go out on a far flung world front in order to find 
juble because we'.ve got trouble we can experiment with already^ 
b I think that Ethics should not Introvert onto Scientologists 
ite so much as it is doing. I think it should extrovert out in- 
society against people who are really non-Scientologlsts , who 
3 actively harming Scientology - those are the thoughts I have 
i in regard to this and whether they bear up in long practice 
not we have yet to see but I have had four months here of Jesk 
jowl observation of the wog world and I find out that tneir mot 
ry smart; that they tell very very weird. tales; that they are [ 
tremely suspisious and in absence of factual information they 
ke it up. They are very information-happy and I have an -inBtmce 
ere the. Number Two - probably Vietnam is No. 1 but probably n im- 
r two international situation to-day I nave now found tne guy 
o haB got it blocked into a situation that will not resolve - 
e man, one man! And everyone thinks it’s Smith you see, they 
ink it's the Rhodesian Front. They've made this mistake so 
at' s inadequate - let me point -this out - inadequate lnvestiga- 
on. There may be somebody had to be in there, inside cneek by 
wl with these people to find out this datum and maybe that lnl- 
ght isn't given to the normal intelligence operative of England 
America's C.I.A.' or sometnlng like that but they depend to’ a 
rked degree upon tne newspaper reporters who themselves are.creat- 
g a situation in order to serve other masters or write news i bout 
or something like that. But anyway/ I didn't want to make 
cech about -it - Just pointing out to you that itnlcs situaticno 
r<g up on individuals and the less we generalise the more par- 
cularise the better we are.

Now tneso beys were all wil- 
ling but they're over-disciplined. Now the Scientologist,' not to 
make u comparison but the scientologist is perfectly willing ur.d 
is at this time by Ethics being ovcr-dlsciplinc-d , so we are over- 
disciplining the Scientologist and ' under-disciplining society and 
we should reverse that - reverse tnat very definitely. If anything, 
under-discipline tr.e Scientologist ar.d over-discipline the society. 
Now in that direction you’d still wlri but in the direction wo arc- 
going we won't. If you undordicclpllne u society and over-disci- 
pline Scientologists, why, wo'vo had it. as a Scientologist nor- 
mally 13 very, very willing. ‘.Vos've got to upgrade the idea of what 
is u ‘Supprer.Bive, uo Suppressives really are nuts, They are really 
damaging cupprunoivca and so forth.

•Thio ia 17th of August, and I will Just make, a record here foij 
your own private information, 1966, and I suppose there are 
8on»v questions yoq would like to ask me on tills ana that. 

Before you do I would Ju3t like to give a rundown on the situcj 
tion. I myself am not unfamiliar with your line of country. 

I. was a D-J office of Navul Intelligence with the U.S. Navy 
&b .Intelligence Officer in the Asiatic fleet at the beginning 
theWorld War XT, served previously around Washington and New 
Xork. In the spring of 1942, they however found they had 
great scarcity of Master Mariners and so on and the FBI took 
oyer tne complete entirety of Naval intelligence at that time 
•and so thooe of us who were qualified as Beck Oi fleers were 
transferred over to the line and I went from there. Never- 
theless I was in this line of country for some time - well thi. 
doesn't make me a 'bug' on the situation - merely makes me 
familiar with it. 

In 1950, I'll give you some background nietory on tnls,. I 
sturted a Foundation, I didn't have control of tnis. foundation, 
it was started by a number of business msn wno were' in who 
believed in human betterment, and they began a Foundation cal- 
led the Hubbard Researcn Foundation, Ellzabetn, N.J. 

At that time I wasn't ever owning up to having done the research 
I had written a book anu it had become 'a best seller, and thej 
had taken over and the Foundation to continue tne researches. 

I was actually at that time .backing out- of tne whole tiling anc. 

■I was scheduled, to take on expedition, I've teen a member of 
the Explorers Club for many years, and have commanded several 
expeditions, I was going down to the Dandecaues, and there was 
a ship down there tnat was full of C-reek statuary which had 
been wrecked in Roman times and they had aerial photographs 

• it and I had a Job to look at this, and I was Just backing out 
very gorgeously you see and they pleaded with me not to go, 
things were becoming very busy, popularity of this work ex- 
ceeded anything they had ever dreamed of. ' It was riding the 
top of the 3est Seller List throughout the summer of 1950» it 
was u sellout all over the place and so I said all rignt I'd 
give them a hand until July, and tneri I would nave to go on 
and do something that was more in ay lino of country, you see 
By July I found out that people were doing things with tnls 

• technology vh ich nad been released which were not necessarily 

.hai'mful just terribly off beat, messed up. and I saw tnat it 
was all about to go down the rive.r, ana the Board at tnat tim£ 
begged me to stress the fact that I had done the Researcn, ar.d 
the work wsb basically mine, ar.d that I should take some Admin- 
istrative control- for this, Vi'ell, so I took some Administra- 
tive control. :••••..;./ vAr -V.-'A'.v v; 

Well if you ever saw a shambles it hud begun right at tnat 
moment, not becauso I wus in Administrative control but Just 
shambles. It was so bad there were about *4 people killed out 
in California, there was an effort to kidnap me, which only my 
eoraev.hut hard won knowledge of Judo und so forth g.ot me out o 
I put the two blokes in the Hospital - very very adventurous.. 

A woman sued me for divorce to whoa I was not married; she wus 
the mlstroos cf a ocientl3t, an atomic scientist, and he had 
been my friend, and he nad died. v;ell anyway to nuke a long 
story short, oho haunted mo - und it was Just too tnick - 
offlcon were being .robbed and Ch my gcodnuso. 3y tnls time

Tha United States at the end of 
World War II was noro powerful then Russia so therefore had to b9 treated 
os a potential ohecy so they couldn't deal it and then they U9nt and 
ooisod all their buffer atates and they didn’t a also tiio bomb, and they’ve 
boon ;<ro tooting thcxaolvoc nidly and tho Russian people haven't gotten 
e:iy production at all bacaosb all of their production is totally devoted 
to external varfaro, and preparedness, and so ferthj in other worts tho 
whole country want nuto - . Thoro was no cneraies. Alright, now look at 
that us a basic thit.ik 'of Loninj look at this os o basic think of the 
V'orld r«:d-.:.-rttion of Mental Health. 
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. Wo liavo onswors to tho mind and spirit so thorcforo wo would bo 
potential cnoray if wc ovor thought of it.

The Case Officer is also known as an ’'Operator* 1 Or an 
Intelligence Officer. It is up to him to find agents raid coma to 
agreement vdtli them. He himself knows end pays them., 

‘ Ins agent is told what is wanted, gets it or finds haw 
it can be gotten or doesn’t exist. He is paid for what ho gets or 
documents or data. 1 w " 

The Case Officer may "run" several agents . 

There is always a chance that not all the money gets to 
■ the agents end always a chance the data may be planted by the agent! 
or tho document forged. These are the chances one takes and prevents 
them cs ho con. ; 

* Tips, connections and documents are the stuff in trade in 
Covert Intelligence data collection. One limits his demands on the 
case officer to these.

In using such data or documents as ore furnished, there 
is a danger of exposing the source of them or the agent so one usually 
falsifies the source end takos other measures to obscure both that one 
.is dealing with Intelligence and that the agent . or case officer had any 
connection with it. If one is not careful to do this, one exposes! the 
agent. When no care is taken on this point (falsifying haw che came 
across it or possesses it when using it) agents - and the case officer - 
' become afraid to give you data end you dry up the source. As in the 
cose of tho Swiss Account numbers the paper "exposed" they blew the 
cover of cn agent. It was as easy to say, "According to directors 
of the bank, to whom Balniel is related,..." or "Examining their 
payments for materials their Swiss numbers are..." As it was you, 
knew there was on agent near treasury. at SH. Also they were not 
' number accounts. They were name-number accounts end not masked. 

So the enthusiasm to spread entheta makes. their release of data 
apparor to be an intelligence action. They loiew it was so they made 
it look lilua it. And blew the cover of their agent. Further they 
have so many, of our HCGBs, etc. , it is obvious they have infiltrated 
by tho sheer volume .of it. Further they took the warning letters 
and Vcrwosrd replies (n the assassination I warned Veiwoerd about 
out of ty top floor filo cabinet at SH and took it in its entirety 
so I have been aware of SH infiltration for some time.

A covert operation can bo arranged by a Case 'Officer, 
using ogtnts but is normally on another set of linos so ns to expose 
nothing of ccvcrt data collection by engaging on a covert operation. 

Essentially a covert operation is intended to eni>:trnss, 
discredit or overthrew or remove an actual or possible opponent . 


It is a small' war carried on without its true source 
being disclosed. 

Generally the operation is preceded by data collection to 
establish the target validity and to plan the operation. 


• • It follows all the rules of war but uses propaganda psychological ' 
effect surprise shock, etc., to achieve its ends. 


' It is normal to establish- the objective of the covert operation 

very clearly, whether large or small, long tern or short term. 

There is the war, (the overall conflict) the battle (a short 
term but massive part of the war) and the skirmish (a rdnor action just 
to keep the pressure on end keep the enemy sounded out and off balance) . 

•The takeover of the Hats by enrollment was a major battle, 
for instance. It could alter the course of the war. 

The enony propaganda tactic is to print bad things , repeat 
• them in another country, repeat them back, get then into articles . and 
then into bocks. This builds a background of ill repute. . Tnis builds 
a “library of public opinion". This has happened to us. • 

The enemy. objective is to discredit, in cur case, and then 
build on this a denial of rights under lsw. Their first bad articles 
were the Hew York Times Sunday magazine section in mid 3SS0. Their first

CONCERNING INTELLIGENCE ' - 

I think there Is every possibility .that 1 have locutod tho cen- 
tral agency which lo inspiring the international attacks on 
Scientology. As you know, vie huvo not been able to locate the, 
what I have culled Tenyaka Eemorial, tlie overall plan in the 
files of various organizations or offices. We have not spotted 
the school whore tneso people are trained and tie huvo not spot- 
ted tho actual direct live correspondence which oust exist some- 
where in tho world. 

In about 1964 I 'did a schema or schematic which would indicate 
it had to bo an international agency- and had certain other 
characteristics and I did the exact type of attack pattern 
which repeats itself in every country and it led me to a con- 
clusion that it was directed from some place high up .aha that 
if had a central operational headquarters. 

In review it followed the lines of first there wa3 an income 
tax assault, then followed up by somo health agency. In the 
case of the US its varied by being the FDA,, but its a health 
agency In every other place. This is followed up by some press' 
otunt or campaign and then there's a parliamentary contact 
and connection and an outcry demanding an enquiry ana then 
certain false allegations are made which, are never disclosed 
and the campaign falls into full swins in order to batter us 
down, exhaust our funds and to get a ban of some aort on us. 

In my own case its cancelled a visa, or come kind of a scur- 
rilous press attack and so on. Looking over these various 
channels. 1 came to the conclusion in shout 1955 that it would 
. have to be some kind of an intelligence organization - but I 
didn't take it too seriously and in 1964 I came definitely to 
that conclusion and we have since been prospering in our attack 
channel, even though we have lost some terrain. The reason 
for this is we started late and the reason the enemy makes any 
progress at all is his central headquarters and tbs actual 
correspondence, the actual directions, the actual plans, orders 
and isoues of the attack have not been detected, 

When we got. as far as the- World Federation of Kental Health 
and tho National Associations of Rental Health we were on a 
very very good track - but all of a sudden the trail went blank. 
Although evidence was very fruitful that they were instigators 
of this attack, their headquarters where they trained people, 
where the central plans were kept and so on could not be lo- 
cated. ... . .. . ’ • \ • I . 

On a completely different channel I have Just had to review 
the subjeof of public relations in order to put together' proper 
public relations courses for our pooplo and the basic text 
book' used in .the United States in one of the few Universities, 
if not tho only Universities which teach public relations - 
University of California and University of California Los 
Angeles had to be reviewed, by me. 

The- textbook is "Effective Public Relations" written -by Scott 
U. Cutlip and Alfcn H. Center. 

I was roadlng this book mainly to get tho background information 
of what they thought public relations wero. I myself had been 
trained in public relations as you know by Midwoot Rodgers, 
the big ccntcnnlul company of the United States und naturally 
it had quite u bit to do wltn thlo field. However, I had to 
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look over a -current oodorn toxtbook to find out what thoy con- 
pidoi'ecl public relatione to be, .1 will give you -a rooutoe of 
tho textbook basic outlino, but It is enough here to state that 
a nazingly all of tho characteristics which comprise the attack 
fhlch we exporter. cod are thought to bo by the "experts" in this 
field, public reluti'onn. The campaign, the conduct of th9 preas, 
the getting rid of adversaries ic even mentioned in the . text and 
lobbying - and under this loot heading lobbying no have a very 
.discreditable activity which la believed by the public ar.d par- 
liaments to be die ere ditable - we could actually embrace every 
governc.-ontal contact which has assaulted us and ne know thdt 
false reports in the field of publicity are the backbone of 
these attacks, . 

An ‘intelligence group would have long since pressed ' 
attack on other grounds - and all this has been a soun 
andoeicont to no that we have had no follow through on 1 
actions, .but a. PR company would not think in these terms - 
they Just go on perpetually because they ere collecting money 
for doing what they are doing. 

In that we have constructed our lines along the lines of intel- 
ligence rather than PR, we have almost accidently fallen into 
the one category of activity which can .defeat PR - which is 
Intelligence - bscauee'PR is- one thing and intelligence is 
'•'another thing - and intelligence follows through to a finite 
end -'PR doesn't; But PR activities could be cancelled only 
by intelligence activities - and intelligence Is the only 
activity which, could successfully combat PR. 

Row, on studying this thing further, I find amazingly enough, 
thaw there aro definite connections with regard to the Rational 
Association of' Mental Health -and the. VYorld Federation of Rental 
Health in that they do employ a PR activity. One of the authors 
of this took, Scott H.' Cutllp is a professor of Journalism at 
the University of Wisconsin. It 'states in bis bibliography or 
hl3 biography that' he. is* a .member of .the Eoard of Directors of 
the Rational Public Relations Council of Health and welfare 
Cervices. I repeat , Rational Public Relations Council- or 
Health and Welfare Services. The addroBB is not given, tho 
book is printed by Prentice Kail Inc., Englewood Cliffs, Rev? 
Jersey, USA. - - i A :r - : 

Everything the enemy io doing would he embraced in what is 
modernlv considered to bo a public relations company or activity 
Thoreforo for this and other reasons i'm convinced that our 
'Tenyaka Memorial* as I have always laughingly referred tb it 
which wao the Japanese plan to conquor the world published in 
16?0. and which woo disclosed but nobody would believe it -until 
World War II. That 'Tenyaka Memorial' , that plan of campaign 
again'et Scientology, all files, all correspondence, all train- 
ing and everything else io resident in a PR firm which has 
International connections. , . 

The Rational Public Relations Council for Health and Welfare 
Bcrvicoo is probably merly a front group - do you notico 'that 
it is called Rational - and it probably employs a PR firm 
something like J. Walter Thompson; Batten, Barton, Duraplne 
i< Osborne or oorce other' Public Relations - Kadi son avenue, 
ciriglo agency, which is responsible for carrying out their 
campaigns and public relations, whatever agency thoy uoq must 
have international connections and must be engaged in lobby- 
ing. This is wbat gives them tboir in in tho Government . - 
■ this is what lc thuir control of international nows media ouch 
no v.e have discovered. In that agency there io an Account 
Executive* who io in charge of tbeoo accounts and in his flics 


will bo thy ' Tcnynka Memorial ' . 


Alno, all of tho evidence 
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Ail you know, alt hough wo uro making hoadwcy - our headwuy la 
non In tho field of l’R oinco our Intelligence tended 'to dead- 
end, our Intolllgonco must go into full pluy ut once and by 
'simultaneous. equation - that la to say,' perform many aotilona 
in varlouo aroao at once-arrive v/lth the identity of thej public 
rolationo firm out of those many load3, tho identity of ^,he 
Acocunt Executive in that firm who. handles that account and 
with accooo'to his files be able to unearth the entire cprresr 
pondenco and background and the 'Xonyaka Memorial ' . Thai gen- 
eral character of a Public Relations Account Executive or a 
. Publio Relations nan io too buoe to actually be encompaoBod 
off : hand. I've hud a' great deal to dp with those men. They 
.usually have very unsavoury paste. They are guilty of vuriouo 
crimes - they are usually drunks or'dopo .-addicts - and indivi- 
dually are very easily smashed. The crime of lobbying against 
Parliaments • and so -on has long been' frowned on end ia Highly 
unpopular - and that Commonwealth Parliaments ' are being attacked 
by an American Public Relations 'firm or being influenced or 
. thoir domestic affairs being meddled with and so on ia very 
wild news. However, this is not a PP. activity, this, is an 
Intelligence activity. I wish to stress the fact that we have 
made our headway along Intelligence lines and an Intelligence 
organization is about the only thing which can 60 up against 
this, lie of course are a Company, a. Company - not a political 
Intelligence organization - but it ia Intelligence technology 
which can’ whip a PR firm. 

Kow let mo give you a very fast rundown hare on what the^t con- 
sider PR. This is out of the textbook "Effective Public Rela- 
•tions" published by Prentice Hall Inc., Engleweed Cliffs, New 
Jersey' - a basio College textbook. This textbook tries l o 
put the best face on public relations and oddly enough- tbs 
publio relations firm employed by SMERSH ia violating some. of 
their own tenets, but Is. nevertheless the en-scope ?? of tbsir 
activities adequately covers the attacks ana actions in Scien- 
tology.-’ ; 

• Publio Relations is defined in vrebsters as "Tbs promotion of 
rapport £ goodwill between a person, firm or institution and 
other pereons, special publics or the community at large through 
the distribution of interpretive material, the development of 
neighborly Interchange and the assessment of publio reaction". 

How, although they talk about goodwill here, they al30 give 
examploo of handling competitors, which are quite similar. to 
their current campaign. 

•. -"public Relations conoists of publicity, presB agentry,. pro- 
paganda and advertising" • 

(' at this point it appears that Ron occaseionally is reading 
• - from the book roferred to, This 'is indicated by "quote" 
marks , ) 

"In a word, public relations covers a lot of acreage, 
blurring out into advertising, slopping over into soiling, 
dipping down into publicity and touching, at least ‘ aspiring 
t'o the making of public opinion itself. 

You will notice that the characteristic of this attack 
upon us, ouffored over about' the last twenty years has been • 

■ making public opinion in which wo are invalidated or diBcre-. 
dited to a point where wo are denied process cf.luw, 

"Thcro aro two functions in public relations. Ono is that 
erf’ a ' oporctirc concept -of isannccmcnt and public relations as a 
. apocialiaod staff function in' management »" Uo aro not ricnling with 
‘a specialised staff function in nansKoisont, u« nro dealing with 
oxperts in tho field of public relations. "Public relations 
attempts to facilitate and onouro un inflou of roprosontotivo 
opinions ' i'roa on organisations. nov oral publics in order that 
ito policies and operations nay bo kopt compatible with tho divorao 
hoods and viows of thoso publics. If public 
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relations counp.ols* management on Ways and means /of shaping 
lto yoliciciV and operations • to maintain maximum' public accep- 
tance for what it deoma oasontial to the best Interests of ' 
concerned and 3. (nlc) To Interpret lively and favourably i 
organisations! poli'cloc and operations."* 

Examples are given in day to day practlve which dotuoii- 
otrate how it seeks to mold public opinion and handle - competitors 
’ • - 

'public relations conoi3>s of 1) Press agentry which la 
product prorot icn and product publicity and the emphasis ob- 
jective, and the approach used largely do tannine hc-w a parti- 
cular public activity la. classified. Press agon try more or less 
belongs in the entertalninaincsnt fields." It was born in tho 
entertainment and political worlds of tho nineteenth eentur; 
it still flourishes. 

“2. Product promotion - Product promotion is developed 
in the bueines3 world ae a supple notary tool to advertising in 
th9 market of mass produced ccnsuccr goods. The work of many 
counseling firc3 and advertising agencies PR departments in 
mainly product promotion. Getting a free rids fir the products 
in* the news media. Tho basic public relation function is to 
build confidence in .the maker of tha products." 

"3. Publicity - The corporate ihetitutior.al publicity 
and all the information out put of government agencies, schools, 
non-profit welfare agencies and the Eisillar organizations ere 
generally lumped under the elastic terra publicity. Publicity 
to build a favourable image and understanding a concern or 
agency is one of the several. PR .tools, It is not the whole. 

It also results In the staging of newsworthy events, huch of 
contemporary PH is- Btill concerned with publicity, iiany prac- 
titioners .do little el&e. They are more accurately titled 
Information lion or Publicity yen. There is a legitimate need 
for the publicist or information- practitioner. This 'practi- 
' tioner is most often found working in governmental agencies, 
the military forces, social agencies and fund raising campaigns." 

"4. Lobbying - • This has become an ugly word and is 
often used to denote the manipulation of governments for Bel- 
•flsh interests. Yet the right freely to petition cur govern- 
' cant i3 a basic constitutional right of every citizen and e\Ury 
organization. Public - relations by definition and practice 
often 6Jhracoc - lobbying. VP.ogington D.O. and the state capitals 
are centers of such activity. This phaco may include 1) 

•getting information from government officials 2) persuasively 
informing government officials 3) promoting legislation or 
administrative action for sn organization or against advers e 
Interests . ” or esainst "adverse interests". Do you get that, 
m obtaining government co-operation or sponsors nip such as 
a governor's proclamation or a fire prevention week] (This 
book really tries to put a good face on all this). "iVhcn a 
PR specialist is engaged exclusively In government relations 
he will continue to be called "lobbyist" by popular uaeago 
however distasteful the terra." 

"5. Public Relations - Tho coVo of full blown practice 
io emphatic listening and persuasive communication. To accom- 
plish these functions a nido variety ol* tasks are discharged. 

Ho two public relations programmes have prcalaoly tne sumo 
objectives or airi at. tho suras publico or ombracu identical 
taoks, nor chould- they. A jr ograrane to be effective must be 
• tailox'od to the industry or institution it oorvos." 

"Pathways to Public Favour-" There are suppcced- to be 
Tour poaoiblo pathways; Two urn deceptive, dotourn full of 
bumps and chuckholwa . Another io an old almost abandoned 
cowputh. (At this ixiint i believe LRU io describing un ill- 
ustration In t bo book. ‘As far »o I can make out it la an 


illustration of four puthwnyo, each ono signpos tod with ona of 
tho four methods ). Cno of the dotouro is that "people get 
publicity without regal'd to it's purpose or off cctivonoso " 
Another dotour.lo "Doing good works with good -motives , unheral- 
ded and somehow thio produces a public opinion". 

But thsre is no publicity connected with it and it's posted 
"Virtue earns it's own reward." The third old overgrown . 
cowpath' "io still taken by those who hold public opinion in 
contempt." "Tho public be damned". The public be damned. To 
. hell with public interests,." The .fourth pathway modern and in 
process of construction 13 built to carry an ineroaoing load 
of traffic. This pathway 1s chosen by those who recognise that 
Bound public relations are built of good works aid sound' comm- 
unication practices. Uore and core are taking tnis pathway 
because people are learning that it is the safost omootabst 
way. . The road wao cleared and graded by those who saw the im- 
portance of doing a good Job and letting everybody know about 
it. Uore persons will probably 'teke this route in the future. 
This signpost reads "Good performance, Publicity appreciated". 
Now what is fascinating about thi3 is why you have the enemy. 

You have the enemy .by the short hair, because he hasn't followed 
hie own advice. His "good- performance , publicity appreciated' 1 
is in actual fact a bqnoh of god damned butchery which is over 
publicised as good. Aiid this therefore can bo tripped up, so 
you have been able to make headway against him because he isn't 
following the text book. 


Public relations is said to be quite old and they trace 
it back to Greece and actually goe3 to hell and gone before -that 
and "but only the tools, .degree of specialisation, and intensity 
of effort required today are relatively new. Increased spe- 
cialisation and current emphasis give the delusion of newness." 


'This is your standard issue, nonsense type opinion which 
you see amongst such writers. That everything is old. "The 
first systematic effort to raise funds on this continent (mean- 
ing in America) was sponsored by Harvard college in 1641 when 
that Infant Institution sent a trio of preachers to England on 
a legging mission and once in England these fund-raisers found 
that they needed a fund raising brochure, today a standard item 
in a fund drive, and relayed this need back to Harvard. In 
response to this came New Englands first proofs largely written 
in Massachusetts but printed in London in 1643 - the flifst of 
countless billions of public relations pamphlets and brochures. 
Columbia. University was probably the one who made the fipst 
press release and they sent it out to all papers where it^ was 
printed identically in. several papers, “Although tho common 
people gave the revolution its strength, it was a small group 
of men who organized and promoted tho revolt. These men amongst 
them - Adams, Thomas Payne, Alexander Hamilton, 3enjamln Franklin, 
John Dickinson and Thomas Jefforoon brought about the birth of 
our nation." . - • "■ * 


So actually in this toxtboolc whoro ho is being all sweetness and 
light,' ho actually points out tsut a basic use of public rela- 
tions is tho fomenting of revolt'. 


"Tho revolt asainst the British Government wao .not a vast spon- 
taneous movement - inotead it was carefully planned by ohrewd 
men and laboriously end sagaciously executed by some of tho moot 
active opiritr. on this continent. It novor would have oqcccodod 
if it hud been left unorganized. It was bocause tho pat^iotn 
were woll organiz-cd and becuuso tho Tories or loyalioto woro 
not - tho former won tho day," And that is a quote from Comuger 
and Nevans (?) writing on - tho subject of it. "Thoro wan fur 
from unanimity of opinion no to breaking away from Englund urd 
John Adamo said tho revolution was indeed effected in tho period 
from 1761 to 1775 - I moon a completo revolution in the mindn 
of tho pooplo. 'All thin vmn dona and tho principles all antabr 
liohed and a oyotorn mnturod boforo tho yeur 1775. Of course 
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tlio l'evolullon really broke out in 1776. In otnglng tho Bo.aton 
Ton Party - Gam Adr.cm demonstrated the value of created events 
vo dramatize » poixxt of view or a situation. Adams pionecj-ed 
in nany ways in hio. effort to inflame tho colonists nguinaL tho 
British. He set ablaze the smouldering conflict that was :reatsd 
in part at least by tho lack of adequate couiiunicutlono'. bo .ween 
the Mother country and the now colony. These cion knew, to >, 
tho ’ importance of getting a story to tne public first. The 
patriots got thsir accouuts of the opening battle ut Lexinjton 
and. Concorde to England first, when Eenjacin Franklin disseminated 
this through the land,". 

Tho book goes on to give us more examples of PR work in manipula- 
ting and handling Governments - in fact the baoic examples of 
v/h,at this 'book calls the forerunners and so forth are all under 
the heading of Lobbying and manipulating Governments and attempt- 
ing to turn the people against adversaries, 

"Of the. threads that form the fabric traced back through tfhe 1800' s- 
throe of these; press • agent ry, political campaigning and business 
practice merit a word. The roots of a -practice so varied, of a 
concept bo difuced,are to be found in many places." 

The book goe3 on. to give a history of R.T, Bsrnham, the circus 
nan and a few others -.in political campaigning it shows hew they - 
undermine the enemy. In the beginnings of business in the large 
monopolies they' show the press public relations getting rid of 
rivals for people. \

• "tfestinghouse oi’ganlzed this firm in 1886 to promote his .then 
revolutionary- alternating current system- electricity. Thomas A. 
Edison - Edison General Electric Company was already established 
with its current direct current system cf distribution. The 
now famous battle of the current: ensued, •v^pmmedi&taly Edison 

. aided by his right hand man , the actute public, relations minded 
Samuel Incull, who by the way later -on made a tremendous elec- 
trical empire and brought it down with a crash after the death 
of Edison - It's the great Insull scandals - I-il-5-U-L-L. Edison 
launched a scare campaign against the westinghouse AC sys ,em. 

McDonald record a Quote -"Edison General Electric' attempted to 
prevent . ths development 'of alternating current by unscrupulous 
political action and by even leas savoux'y promotional tactics. 

The promotional activity was a series of spectacular otunp 3 aimed 
at dramatizing the deadline os -of high voltage of alternating 
current, the most censational being the development and .promo- 
tion of the electric chains as- me ans of executing criminals. The 
Stat 6 of Kew york adopted electrocution in 1858 - the nex^. year 
Yi'estinghcuss realized 'ns had to EQt his story to the public and 
hired E.K. Keinrlcks, a Pittsburgh newspaper man for this pur- 
pose. Heinricks of Yi’eotingtiouse is his personal press represen- 
tative until the latters death in 1914. Then i \3 new; it j 
took specialised skill to gain a hearing in the eroaa of public 
.opinion," ' ’ - .

In IG 55 tho American Medical Association pussc-cl a resolution 
urging the Secretary- of the* Association to offer every facility

It is. of considerable interest in this book on Page-13 to re- 
peat under 5'Publlc Rolatior.o - and the prcgi'amme of - a Mont!|l 
Health Association will differ markedly from that used by a 
trade association of florists". It is also remarkable, as 
stated elsewhere, that one of the co-authora of this book is 
a member cf an organization called the 'National Public Rela- 
tions Council for Health and V/elfare. Services 1 . \ie also have 
tho literature of the Y/orld Federation of iiontal Health - 
State Charities Aid or some such organization as associated • 
with their PR work. However, this National Public Relations 
Council for Health and welfare Services is probably Just an 
organization tnat hires an actual special public relations 
firm - although it could he the organization itself. It's 
address io not given, ,■ 

I have given you the essence of this hook in its attitude and 
what it covers and what they believe to ha Public Relation^. 

There is much core 'to- the' book; . 

T?e have. Just Dado a breakthrough here which starts up. a channel 
which had - begun to dead-end. Actually, what I think mu6t haye 
happened 1 b that ne went up against the client of a PR fire 
because the fund-raising activities - pomp and puff type organi- 
sation - all of these are PR tricks,' All of the - the use cf 
,tfce word ‘National 1 to a private’ Organisation - these are all 
public relations tricks and activities, well loiown to public 
relations Ben. The fact is that the information instruction 
of campaigning and direction and -so on have cose from some 
central agency in the field of public relations and it has 
been a long-drawn out affair. It Du'st be costing somebody a 
.fortune and whoever is paying for thiB i3 of considerable, 
.interest to us. It Is enough for us, however, to find the firci 
and to find the Account Executive and to find the files. ' Now, 
in those files or connected with that firm will he somebody 
who ie paying for all this. Vie are not too desperately inter- 
ested in the fact that a revolution is also .being prepared 
hero and there in America. 

T?e are not interested in the fact actually that this book in- 
dulges in tho debunking -of American. heroes, which is an interest- 
ing aspect. But I think we will also find that certain ac- 
tivities of ,th9 same group are equally die creditable. 

At first glance it -is a terrifically labgo looking target 
because all tho internal news media of a country is to a gi'eater 
or lesser, degree controlled by public relations publicists - 
particularly when they have Directors on the BBC Gnd Directors 
who own chains of newspaper's and so on. At first glance this 
would look llko a tough target - and that is’ why these organi- 
zations are very Beldom knocked down. Actually, the truth of 
the picture Is quite the reverse. 

Public Relations organizations, are composed by and large of 
drunkB and dope addicts fellows of the seamiest social class 
that anybody ever- bad anything to do with. 1'ou see I know these 
follows per3onnaly.. Their* private lives do not, bear any scrutiny 
at till. Their bur bills are up in' tho oky - thoir drug bills 
oro- fantastic and they can be definitely hit. Now they ai'6 
using front man'vrhooo reputation Id relatively safe and secure 
and we hove be?n barging into an area whore they nave carefully 
sot up - pooplo Who era, they belioved wero sans repi'ouch. 

Now, we' vo even found oome of thouo people who wore extror.ely 
1 ooaicy', as wo would.. But we've boon looking for material in- 
tho idea that wo wero up against an Intelligence organization. 

Y ;0 are net. Thoy aro interested in pomp und fx'ont men - that 
typo of poi-uonality - and tho fact in that the follow pushing 
this forward .is the typo of oupprousivo who would ho most prone

In the summary of this you will realize that as u trained 
Intelligence Officer my schematic of the situation in '04 has 
carried us a considerable distance, it dead-ended, however, 
because vie did not find the actual central agency v;ho was 
actively conducting and directing the campaign. Nowhere did 
,we find leadlna to it because nobody opened up the drawer that • 
said public relations and had they done so in any file cabinet - 
they probably would havo found the correspondence with regardb 
to us. The organizations which have been conducting tnls 
campaign - or for vmich the campaign has been conducted is 
highly culpable because in their own literature they say that 
they exist to down quackery r bang, then they define any com- 
petitors ao .quacks ana crush him. So this is a standard old 
public relations gimmick to got rid of the competitor by adverse

In our experience in this line, we have found -that the YJorld 
Federation of Uents.1 Health, the National A'csocia i-ion of isantlal 
Health and all of its other agencies do themselves maintain a 
public relations publicist personnel. However, that they have 
personnel has nothins to do with the fact that there io also 
a central agency directing this. Now, who this would be, we 
do not at this psrticular time know the identity of, but 1 
wish to call your attention to the fact that lobbying io lookr 
od-upon an o very scurrilous activity and if it. pun b® pre- 
sented clearly that a public ralatlon3 f.irm has beer, engaged 
in lobbying in the parliaments of foreign governments - you 
will begin to overthrow a certain number cf political re-gicies. 

Our lirst activity r/a o in the line of Intelligence and ws made 
good yardage in this particular line . and then we came 'up to 
a dead-end and we have ■ now fallen back onto PRO &3 our main 
line cf activity. Our main line of activity PRO at this par- 
ticular- tine ' iiould by ell means be carried on, continued, 
studied, brushed up, polished, up and made even more effective. 
However,, it . should be'polnted out that our first yardage was 
made by Intelligence and Intelligence now must begin to make 
oxcellc-nt yardage.

Any organization that has 
I & desire to retain its agents or to continue recruiting agents* usually has 
. tho eonse to provido bail through sons bail bond system that allows the 
organization to remain anonymous, pays any legal feos incurrod and givo3 eyory . 
possible moral encouragement. •’ ’• 

Additionally, any agent working on such operations would have nothing in his 
possession that connected him with the organization, nothing at hi3 home 
address that connected him vith organization 8nd co possible way of tracing 
him back. For example, an alternative employment or no employment, but certain- 
ly no mention of employment by tho organization. This is the usual exchange 
between agent and organization in the event of an arrest. Tho agent protects 
the organization, the organization assists the agent in every possible way. 

Such preparations are also usually made well in advance, so. that tho agent's 
recent history does cot show cry concoction with tho organization.

One trick used by professionals is, after the casing has beon completed and 
tho plan decided oij, a serifs of cover stories aro mocked up to cover each 
stage of tho operation in the event that the operation is blown at any point.. 
Such cover stories usually relate to the most vulnerable state of operation. 

For example, an agent might prepare a story as to why he was in that particular, 
neighborhood, why ho was on that particular streot, why he knocked on that 
particular door, oven what he was doing in that particular backyard. Thus if 
he is picked up at any of those points he has a plausible explanation as to . 
what be is doing. *1 v .?•• •. , • 1 •' 

On occasion cover stories aro mocked up to cover boing caught in tho act. It 
is ponctimos to tho advantago of tho agent and tho organization, if .the polico 
bolievo that the egont was actually breaking in for'monoy or goods, rather 
than documents -or filos, as tho polico have a common R with criminals who they 
can duplicate, but sometimes get frantic vhon confronted vith intelligence 
operations. Such cover stories as mor.tionod above would cloo be designed to

Tools and equipment have always been a problem to agents in any operation 
because tho standard' lock picking devices; crowbars; sledgehammers and hack- 
saws and standard items used for breaking into a place are easily recognised ' 
by tho police. In fact in some places carrying such instruments i3 in itself 
an offense. An agent picked up on suspicion • prior to an operation could find 
himself in hot water even though he had not yet actually done anything. There- 
fore on agent will usually try instead to obtain a key to the place ho wants 
to enter beforehand or find a method of entry that docs not requires tho use of 
instruments and tools. As this is not always possible an agent will attempt to 
avoid detection by' carrying' the tools for a3 short a time as possible in' 
connection with tho operation being done, or disguise the tools in some way 
that they cannot be recognized; such as a thin plastic comb instead of a strip 
of cellulose or a hairgrip instead of a lock' pick. 

Some agents and organizations devise ingenious methods of hiding the equipment 
usually in concealed pockets in rigid items such as cigarette lighters and 
fountain, pens. Most agents, however, rely on tho two key factors Involved 
. during an operation which arc 1) attending to minor details before you get 
started, and 2 ) Keeping your cool and staying up together while the operation 
‘is on. :

Best way of preventing boing caught at a later dato is of course to ensure that 
no' one finds out that anything evor happened in tho first place.

Additionally the pern on' 3 fingerprints would normally only.be found in that 
area. Therefore a plant wishing to remove files from another section of an 
organization vould do so at a tine when ho or che wouldn't be seon and would 
do it with only gloves on. *: •* * . ' • ■> *■ | 

I hope you will find the above useful, I may have gone into too much detail 
in sono places, but the data should help you combat thefts of documents 
effectively as anyone of the points outlined picked up on a person) would bo 
'an'indicator of a professional operating. I hope you will keep alert to these.
